The land of the Golden 
Fleece Is menaced by products 
of the test-tube, backed by hun- 
dreds of millions of pounds, and 
dollars, ond the world's biggest 
chemical companies, 

World demand for wool still 
exists, as js proved by the high 
prices paid at auctions—but 
how long will it Jast? The 
synthetics versus wool battle for 
survival will probably be des 
clded un the fields of costs,’ 
quality and versatility. 

Future prosperity of the wool 
industry must largely be 
Hoverned by its ability to pro- 
duce at a price compelitive with 
other natural fibres and with 
synthetic fibres.
